For example, there is no mention in the provided evidence regarding a control system for altering a 
position of the damper and varying an operational speed of each of the comi)ressor. evaporator fan, and stining fan based on signals from 
a plurality of sensors as recited In claim 1 . There is In fact no mention at all of controlling a stining fan. The request to disqualify the
